were sentenced 'to

imprisonment today on the charge oL

a. meeting in Trafalgar Square las' 
evening. Mrs. Despard who is a sis 
ter of the famous cavalry general Sii 
John French, was offered 
the option 


of paying a fine of $10, but she

fused to accept this and was sent 
to 


jail. 


A fourth suffragette who was among 


those arrested last night was sent to 
prison for seven days. 


Mrs. Despard addressing the magis- 


trate after being sentenced said that 
she would probably repeat her offense 
when sne was released.

The suffragettes lost no time today 


opening the militant campaign.

SAFETY COMMITTEES 


DO IMPORTANT WORK 


Members of Wisconsin Division Safe- 


ty Organization at Monthly Meet- 


ing in Chicago on Monday. 


Members of the safety committee of 


the Wisconsin division—T. .T. Stocks, 
foreman; J. M. Smith and G. White- 
bread, representing the South Janes- 
ville shops; ,T. J. Burns, yardmaster; 
and M. McDe.rmoU, boiler-workman— 
spent yesterday at the Chicago office 
of the Northwestern road at the reg- 
ular monthly meeting of the safety 
committees of all the various divis- 
ions. 
The important topic of discus- 


sion yesterday was'the matter of tres- 
passing and the number of accidents 
traceable to this cause. 


The Northwestern road has organ- 


ized its employes most efficiently for 
the purpose of preventing accidents 
and for the pxirpose of reporting in 
regard to all methods and means of 
preventing deaths and accidents in. the 
railroad work. 
The term of "safety 


first" is applied to the general move- 
ment. 


During tlie past fifteen years there 


has been much discussion in the press 
and among the people, in the legisla- 
tures and Congress on the prevention 
of, accidents by law. Tt is generally 
known ,the railroads are the source 
of the greatest number of, accidents in 
any one line of business, and, it has 
been estimated that'there is one per- 
son killed every fifteen minutes and 
one person injured every five. The in- 
terstate commerce, commission have 
shown to the public the casualties of 
the railroad men and the essential 
facts of a recent report were publish- 
ed in the Gazette a short time a,go. 
Nearly every railroad man has opin- 
ions as to why the accident rate has 
increased so rapidly. 
The mast im- 


portant..^! these are: 


Excessive speed. 
No rigidly enforced laws regulating 


trespassing, and as there have been 
50,02s trespassers killed in the last 
ten years, this reason is evidently a 
very important one and needs remedy. 


The American people are too much 


inclined to take a chance, no matter 
what the danger is. 


The extreme length of the great 


American lines makes it hard to ex- 
ercise the same supervision, as in 
the shorter foreign lines. 'Under this 
head would come all accidents due 
to poor equipment and roadway. 


New and 
green men, especially 


foreigners who are to a great extent 
employed in railroad work, do not 
understand the thousands of ways, 
rules and regulations of a great rail- 
road and "mistakes are easily, made 
by them. 
... 
.• ;.,•. 


The first railroad to recognine the 


great suffering that was caused by 
every avoidable accident resulting in. 
death to its men, passengers 
and 


others, was the Northwestern. 
Mr. 


Ralph C. Richards was given the en- 
ormous task of organization and dir- 
ecting this': movement which is ac: 
coin.pltsh.ing more in accident prer 
vention than, all other efforts com- 
bined. 
Mr. Richards realized from 


the start that in order to make this 
movement a success he must, make 
the men actually engaged in'the oc- 
cupation which, swell the death and 
injury rate ,the controlling fact'oiv 


Meetings were held on the seven- 


teen divisions of that road, and what 
was to be undertaken explained to 
the officers, foremen and all employed 
in the 
different 
phases of railroad 


work. 
This is the principal reason 


why this movement is and will be a 
success, "it was the men and not the 
stockholders or division agents who 
were being killed or injured payng 
the fearful toll in death and injury." 
The men who suffer the most are 
sure to be the ones most interested 
and having first hand knowledge of 
the accidents are best fitted to rem- 
edy them. 
Mr. Richards proved to 


the laboring men that accident pre- 
ventation was practical and easily 
done, actully easer and Quicker to 
prevent a an accident than to report 
it to headquarters. 
He! pointed out 


that if the little accidents were re- 
duced to minmium, the big ones, will 
take care of themselves and that the 
exercise of care to prevent accidents 
was a duty each employee owed 
to 


his fellow employees. It is better to 
be careful than a cripple. 


Safety committees were then, organ- 


ized on each division of the road, com- 
posed of three division officers and 
one.or more representatives from each 
class of labor. The same committees 
were organized in the large terminal 
yards. 
In the making of the shop 


cimrnittees there were largely com- 
posed of classes of labor, always the 
men who were doing the work and get- 
ting hurt. 
Theise committees meefi 


once a month at Chicago, the men on! 
the committee receiving time and ex- 
penses for their work at these meet- 
ings. 
This last fact has done away 


with all delkiuency on the part of 
members who could not afford the ex- 
pense. 


Then the central safety committee 


was organized, composed of division 
and general offocers, representing all 
branches of the service, and R ..C. 
Richards was elected chairman Jot; 
this body. 
G. U. Dailey was chair- 


man of the Wisconsin division cim- 
mittee. 
All other members of the 


committee on divisions, shops and ter- 
minals report to this central com- 
mittee as to the needs of rules, regu- 
lations, improvements, and standards. 
The central committee then acts up- 
on these. 


During the first year of this organ- 


ization, 5,0:19 different subjects were 
taken up and acted upon. 
The of- 


ficials of the road decided to reward 
a costly banner to the division hav- 
ing the fewest number of accidents 
in proportion, to the number of em- 
ploytes and its train milage. 
The 


central safety committee awarded this 
banner to the Wisconsin division in 
1912 and this division extends through 
Jauesville. Results can be easily seen 
and all important railroads are fol- 
owing the North westerns policy in 
this accident prevention crusade. 


The report of accidents for the 


last nineteen months show that three 
were 154 fewer persons killed, a de- 
crease of 27.8 per-cent. 
This report 


also shows 4,859 fewer persons in- 
jured, a decrease of 31.2 per cent. On 
the report of persons killed or injured 
during the month of December. 1912, 
there were 252 killed, less by 27 than 
the 
corresponding month 
or! 1911. 


There were 7,243 injured, over one 
hundred less than last year, and 2,488 
less 
than December, 1910. On the 


three divisions that Janesville is con- 
nected with there is also a noticeable 
decrease of accidents. 


On the Wisconsin division there was 


06 killed and 1,1.14 injured, 3.1 per cent 
increase of 1912. It must be remem- 
bered that this division had the low- 
est rate in 1911. On the Northern 
Wisconsin division there were twelve 
deaths and 237 injured, a decrease of 
twenty-four per cent. 


On the Madison division there were 


27 killed and 527 injured, a decrease 
of twenty-three per cent. 


The co-operution of the three inter-' 


ested parties—the railroad manage- 
ment, the employes, and the public—• 
is necessary to make transportation 
in this country as safe as it should be. 
Besides reducing of the 
accidents 


this movement will save many mil- 
lions of dollars to the companies and 
it is bound to bring employer and em- 
ploye in closer contact, resulting in 
their closer co-operation. By making 
"Safety First" the dominant idea in 
the minds of employes and continual- 
ly pointing out methods for its attain- 
ment the most important work has 
been accomplished. There will never 
be a time in railroad history when 
there will be no accidents, for man is 
not perfect and machinery fails. 
As 


long as there are railroads there will 
be wrecks. The "railroad officials have 
taken the right step and undoubtedly 
there will be a time that accidents 
will be reduced to a minimum.

THE P R I N C I P L E INVOLVED. 
The one and only important fact 


connected;with the election, which is 
likely to result from the recall move- 
ment, is the principle involved. It is 
not a question of men, but it is a 
question of law enforcement, pure and 
simple, and the issue should be fought 
out between the three men named by 
the committee of twelve, representing 
the recall element, and the present 
commission, which they seek to re- 
move. 


The thought will doubtless suggest 


itself to some men to run independent 
and thus necessitate a primary elec- 
tion, but this" should not be con 
sidered because it would in no way 
change results. The men signing the 
recall 
petition.. 
an_d 
their 
sympa- 


thizers, will vote solidly for the three 
men selected, while the balance of the 
vote would tie divided between half a 
dozen other possible candidates, and 
all of them would be defeated. 


Should a primary be held, it would 


in no way affect tho members of the 
present commission. 
They could not 


toe a party to it, as they are already 
nominated. It would simply mean a 
light of the recall organization against 
the field, in which the field would be 
sure to lose. 


The challenge has been made "by 


the men who favor a wide open town. 
and the only thing' to do is to meet 
the issue squarely, and settle it on its 
merits. 


The, suggestion has also been made 


that it might be well to inject into 
the campaign the question of license 
or no license, but this would be equal- 
ly unwise, .because it would prove an 
'element of weakness by dividing the 
law and order vote. 
Let us. devote all our energies to 


settling first the one question which 
has been forced 
upon us—namely, 


"Shall Janesvillc be a law-abiding 
city?" 
This is of supreme impor- 


tance and personal ambition, and all 
other issues .are insignificant, at the 
present time; 


The principle involved is far-reach- 


ing. 
If the people decide that they 


•n-ant a wide open, town, it means a 
long, stride backwards, from which 
the city will be slow to recover. It 
means an increase in population of 
the most undesirable sort, for it would 
amount ,to a standing invitation to 
law-breakers, gamblers, and disrepu- 
table characters to take up . their 
abode with us. 


.It means throwing down the bars 


for our own hoys and girls, and in- 
viting them to enter the paths of vice 
•—-a grave responsibility which every 
parent should carefully consider. 


Janesville is the first city of record 


to attempt to remove public officials 
for enforcing the law—a duty which 
they swore to perform when installed 
in office. 


The proposition seems like a trav- 


esty on the face of it. What will ttie 
people do with it? 
The question is 


broader than church or creed, because 
it touches our civic life and is a men:

Law.or lawlessness is the, only is- 


sue, and all efforts to becloud it by 
subterfuges, will be futile. 
If you 


want to live in a city where the law 
is respected, there is only one thing 
to do, and that is to support the pres- 
ent commission.

That the future has been freely dis- 


counted, so far as prospective tariff 
legislation

following extract from a late financial 
letter is suggestive. 


"As to the political situation, that 


would seem to have been fairly dis- 
counted . Some ofi Mr. Wilson's utter- 
ances caused, as we all know, con- 
siderable disquiet, but judging by his 
general steadiness of character and 
his persistent refusal 
to appeal to 


popular prejudice, or to play the dem- 
agogue, it may be hoped that he will 
not give the country any further un- 
necessary shocks. 
He has made a 


good governor of Nov.- Jersey, and his 
ideas upon tariff and trusts are well 
Known and fixed. 


"The president may have, when he 


chooses to exert;it, a powerful influ- 
ence upon public opinion; neverthe- 
less, it should be remembered that his 
functions.are chiefly executive and not 
legislative or judicial. 
Congress will 


still make the laws and the courts 
will continue to interpret them. 
An 


important element of disturbance .is 
gradually lessening through the prog- 
ress of Union Pacific dissolution. The 
fright over this operation is disap- 
pearing and within a . short period 
there is reason to expect, a satisfac- 
tory .readjustment in conformity with 
the law. 


"Much will be gained, it must be 


borne in mind, when these great cor- 
porations have placed themselves be- 
yind the attacks of public opinion and 
the law.

Evenson died at West 
Salem, La Crosse county.- 


The contestants asked the supreme 


court to reverse the judgment, with 
instructions that the will should be 
denied admission to probate.

Attorneys Aylward. and 


Olbrich for Mr. Ekern, asked for time 
to present their other evidence. 


The argument of Butler was cen 


tered about the point that the gover 
nor had not acted arbitrarily in re- 
moving the insurance commissioner. 


He maintained throughout that to 


issue an injunction against Anderson 
who held a prima facie title to the 
office 
would be to reverse at least 


three decisions of the Wisconsin su 
preme court. 
Suspension of the rules was pre- 


sented this morning in a resolution 
which.' if passed, will give the elec- 
tions committee of the assembly pow- 
er to summon witnesses and to make 
a" thorough investigation of the-Smith- 
O'Day contest case in all its phases.

The important topic of discus- 


sion yesterday was the matter of tres- 
passing and the number of accidents 
traceable to this cause. 


The Northwestern road has organ- 


ized its employes most efficiently for 
the purpose of preventing accidents 
and for the purpose of reporting in 
regard to all methods and means of 
preventing deaths and accidents in the 
railroad work. 
The term of "safety 


first" is applied to the general move- 
ment. 


During the past fifteen years there 


has been much discussion in the press 
and among the people, in the legisla- 
tures and Congress on the prevention 
of, accidents by law. 
it is generally 


known ,the railroads are the source 
of the greatest number of accidents in. 
any one line of business, and, it has 
been estimated that there is one per- 
son killed every fifteen minutes and 
one person injured every five. The in- 
terstate commerce commission have 
shown to the public the casualties of 
the railroad men and the essential 
facts of a recent report were publish- 
ed in the Gazette a short time ago. 
Nearly every railroad man has opin- 
ions as to why the accident rate has

.The one and only important fact 


connected with' the election, which is 
likely to result from the recall move- 
ment, is the principle involved. 
Jt is 


not a question 
of. men, but it is a 


question of law enforcement, pure and 
simple, and the issiie should be, fought 
out between the three men named by 
the committee of twelve, representing 
the recall element, and the present 
commission^ which they seek to re- 
move. 


The thought will doubtless suggest 


itself to some men to run independent 
and thus necessitate a primary elec- 
tion, but this should not be con- 
sidered because it would in no way 
change results. The men signing the 
recall 
petition, 
and 
their 
sympa- 


thizers, will vote solidly for the three 
men selected, while the balance of the 
vote would be divided between half a 
dozen other possible candidates, and 
ail of them would be defeated. 


Should a primary be held, it would 


in no way affect the members of the 
present commission. 
They could not 


he a party to it, as they are already 
nominated. 
It would simply mean a 


light of the recall organization against 
the field, in which the field would be 
sure to lose. 


The challenge has been made by 


the men who favor a wide open town, 
and the only thing to do is to meet 
the issue squarely, and settle it on its 
merits. 


The suggestiin has a'.so been made 


that it might be well to inject into 
the campaign the question of license 
or no license, but this would be equal- 
ly unwise, because it would prove an 
element of weakness by dividing the 
law and order vote. 


Let us devote all our energies to 


settling first the one question which 
has ' been forced 
upon us—namely. 


"Shall JanesviP.e be a law-abiding 
city?"" This is of supreme impor- 
tance and personal ambition, and all 
other issues are insignificant, at the 
present time. 


The principle involved is far-reach- 


ing. 
If the people decide that they 


•want a wide open town, it means a 
long : stride backwards, from •which 
the city will be slow to recover, 
It- 


means an increase in population of 
the most undesirable sort, for it, would j 
amount to a standing invitation to 
law-breakers', gamblers, and disrepu- 
table' characters to take . up their 
abode with us. 


It means throwing down the bars 


for our own boys and girls, and in- 
viting them to enter the paths of vice 
—a grave responsibility which every 
parent should carefully consider. 


Janesville is the first city of record 


to attempt to remove public officials 
for enforcing the law—a duty which 
they swore to perform when installed 
in office. 


The proposition seems like a trav- 


esty .on the face of it. What will the 
people do with it? 
The .question is 


broader than church or creed, because 
it touches our civic life and is a men- 
ace to every home in the city. 


Law or lawlessness is the only is- 


sue, and all efforts to becloud it by 
subterfuges, will be 
futile. 
If you 


want to live in a city where the law 
is respected, there is only one thing 
to do, and that is to support the pres- 
ent commission.

That the future has been freely dis- 


counted, so far as prospective

The 
following extract from a late financial 
letter is suggestive.. 


"As'to the political situation, that 


would seem to have been fairly dis- 
counted . Some(of Jlr. Wilson's utter- 
ances caused, as we all know, con- 
siderable disquiet., but judging by his 
general steadiness of character and 
his persistent refusal 
to appeal to 


popular prejudice, or to play the dem- 
agogue, it may be hoped that he will 
not give the country any further un- 
necessary shocks. 
He has made a 


good governor of New Jersey, and his 
ideas upon tariff anil trusts are well 
.known and fixed. 


"The president may have, when he 


chooses to exert it, a powerful influ- 
ence upon public opinion: 
neverthe- 


less, it should be remembered that his 
functions are chiefly executive and not 
legislative or judicial. 
Congress will 


still make the laws and the courts 
will continue to interpret them. 
An 


important element of disturbance is 
gradually lessening' through the prog- 
ress of Union Pacific dissolution. The 
fright over this operation is disap- 
pearing and within a short period 
r.here is reason to expect a satisfac- 
tory readjustment in conform it. 
the law. 


"Much will be gained, it must be 


borne in mind, when these great cor- 
porations have placed themselves be- 
yinct the attacks.of public opinion and 
the law. The final effect of bringing 
these large organizations within the 
law and compelling them to work un- 
der the sanction 
of an important 


branch of the government, the action 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, will add to their stability and 
raise them in the ranks of invest- 
ments, just as was the case with

mer employers. 


Since Weston by a clever ruse 
es 


caped from the custody of a Pinkerton 
detective in this city on December S 
following his arrest in Milwaukee, be 
has perpetrated ten alleged swindles 
in five different cities, the victimized 
in almost every instance being firms 
or members of firms that have busi- 
ness relations with the 
Rock Rivet 


Woolen Mills. 


He has represented himself as a re- 


presentative of 
the coujpany, 
at> 


Arthur Jones, the manager of 
the 


concern, as a recent heir of 
$IO,OOC 


from his grandmother which he had 
invested with his former employers 
and as recently wedded and on 
his 


honeymoon tour. At no time does he 
seem to have been without a clevei 
pretext for obtaining money, arid no 
one ruse was tried twice. 
In nearly 


every instance they succeeded. 


Weston, after his escape from Janes- 


ville, was first heard from at Cincin- 
nati, where he is alleged to have forg 
ed a check for $25 on Benjamin Hay, 
a manufacturer of shoddy, on Decem- 
ber 3:1. This was done just before he 
left that city and after he had obtained 
$3o from Mr. Ha.y by-misrepresenta- 
tion., Weston told Mr. Hay. that he 
had just returned from 
Louisville, 


Kentucky, where he had gone to visit 
his sister.- While there he dined with 
Mr. Hay at the 
Weber Cafe. 
Soon 


afterward he attempted to borrow $10 
from Mr. Weber. 
The cafe proprie- 


tor would not honor bis request with- 
out reference, so he called up on the 
telephone someone whom he 
made 


out to be Mr. Hay. 
Mr. Weber then 


took his note and gave him the loan, 
not to discover until some time later 
that he had been defrauded. 


Weston was not satisfied however, 


and proceeded to tell Mr. Hay on De- 
cember 20, that he wanted to go to, 
Chicago where he could get all 
the 


nouey he needed from Curtis-& War- 
ren the proprietors of the local mill. 
Mr. Hay accompanied him to 
the 


Pennsylvania station where 
he 
se- 


cured his ticket and reservation for 
a berth. Instead of going to Chicago 
le became intoxicated, asked Mr. Hay 
'or more money the next day, was re- 
fused, forged a check on the linn and 
eft the city. 


New York was the next field of Wes- 


son's operations. There he called on 
Kolle & Company, manufacturers of 
lye stuffs, telling them that he was 
on his honeymoon trip having recent- 
y inherited $10,000 from his grancl- 
nother. He had invested a large por- 
:ion of this inheritance in the Rock 
River Woolen Mills. Weston produced 
a sample of dye stuff that he wanted 
Hatched and then ordered 100 pound 
shipped to the mills for trial. 


After being invited out to luncheon 


by a member of the firm he borrowed 
$25 from him claiming that he had run 
a little short, not realizing how much 
it cost for two to travel. The sales- 
man gave him the money, Weston giv- 
ing him a receipt in return and prom- 
ising to repay the loan on his return 
to Janesville. 


Word was received from Jersey City 


that Weston forged three checks there 
and pawned his overcoat 
for drink. 


When heard of again he 
had visited 


Philadelphia. There he called at the 
home of a salesman of the Howard 
Brothers 
Manufacturing 
Company. 


The salesman was away but. his wife 
and son invited him to stay to dinner 
and extended their hospitality freely. 
He' told them how be had lost his 
wallet and w'as in an unforunate pre- 
dicament. 'By working on their sym- 
pathies he was able to secure 
from 


them $15 and a mileage book contain- 
ing about "100 miles of ticket in it.

A FEW SOUFFLES. 


Souffles may be prepared to serve as 


desserts or as entrees. 


Cheese Souffle.—Cream two table-

spoonfuls of flour ami pour on gradu- 
ally a. pint of milk. Cook in a. double 
boiler five minutes. Cool a little, then 
add the yolks of three eggs, beaten 
until thick, a half 
cup 
of grated 


cheese, a half teaspoonfu! of salt and 
the beaten whites folded in at the 
last. 
Bake in a buttered dish set in 


hot water. A cupful of corn and just 
cheese enough for a flavor makes a 
souffle which will take the place of 
a vegetable at dinner. 


Almond Souffle.—Chop a half cup 


of almonds, beat together the yolks 
of six eggs, salt and three-fourths of 
a cup of sugar. Add the chopped al- 
monds, two tablespoonfuls of bread 
crumbs, some grated lemon rind and 
a dish of cinnamon. 
Mix well and 


fold in the beaten whites of six eggs. 
Bake in a buttered dish, set in water. 
Test by cutting into the center with 
a knife; if it comes out clean the souf- 
fle is done. 


Lemon Souffle.—Beat the yolks of 


four eggs with three tablespoonfuls o£ 
sugar, a little lemon juice, some grat- 
ed-peel, four tablespoonfuls of flour, 
a little baking powder; then fold in 
the whites of the eggs. 
Bake in a 


dish, of hot water. 


Mocha Souffle.—Melt 
three 
table- 


spoonfuls of butter, add .three table- 
spoonfuls of flour, and pour over a 
fourth of a cup of cream and three- 
fourths of a cup of boiled coffee, a 
half cup of sugar, a fourth of a tea- 
spoon -of salt, four eggs arid half a 
teaspoonful of vanilla.

Wisconsin lakes, will probably be en- 
acted this-winter as ilie result of pe- 
titions which are now being circulated 
by Janesvlile,; Edgerton. Ft. Atkinson 
and Kosbkonong sportsmen, and will 
be forwarded to the state game war- 
den. 
The Carcajou Shooting club of 


tills city dicli-not- take the initiative in 
the.tight against-carp seining, but is 
in full'.sympathy, with it and will give 
it. support. The. prime mover is said 
to be the "owner" of considerable prop- 
erty on the-'.lake shore. 
Before the 


seining ; of carp', was begun be pro- 
vided iicconiinodations for scores of 
hunters during the open season, but 
since' that'time their millibars have 
dwindled almost to the vanishing 
point, 


Carp seining is clone during the fall 


duck limiting season and results in 
driving the ducks from the lake. The. 
seiners start out about four o'clock in 
the morning with a tug lowing several 
small boats. One end of a seine near- 
ly a mile in length is secured to a 
post or tree on shore. The- tug then 
swings out from shore and the seine 
is played out in a great semi-circle, 
tiie other end being fastened as was 
the first. This done the seine is slow- 
ly drawn to shore by means of a wind- 
lass. 
The entire seine is not pulled, 


at once. Ropes radiate from its cir- 


) cumference, dividing it into seci.ions, 


and the 
force of the windlass is 


eexrted on the sections alternately un- 
til the seine with all its contents is 
drawn close upon shore. Akin in rub- 
ber boots then 'step in among-the lisli, 
throw tlie carp into Ilie boats, and the 
gamo- fish back into the lakn. 


It is. very apparent that operations 


of this character will scare the ducks 
away from their feeding grounds and 
discourage the hunters,, but it is just 
as true that tlie'seining does not ac- 
complish- its professed object. 
The 


seines used- have very coarse meshes. 
No carp under the weight of one and 
one-hall: 
pounds are 
taken. 
The 


smaller ones, are left for seed, as it 
were. The game fish taken might as 
well be taken as thrown back into the 
lake, for few of them survive .after 
benig rolled over and over in tlie mud 
and being crushed underneoth tons of 
carp. They may swim around on 


side for a few hours but next 


morning they are found floating on 
tlie surface of the lake iu large num- 
bers.
